In this case the birds 
built over a lamp in the dining room: 
what made their choice of site more 
remarkable 
was

fact that the 
lamp could be raised or lowered by 
counter weights 
and the 
connecting 
chains 
auctually 
passed 
through the 
mud walls of the nest. 
Occasionally the bird selects a nest- 
ing site which invites comparison with 
the boldness of the robin. 
In July last 
a pair of swallows took advantage of 
the open 
window 
of 
an unoccupied 
bedroom in a house at Felmersbam 
in 
Bedfordshire 
to begin building their 
nest on the curtain rod of the bed. 
The 
return 
f the 
owner 
of the 
house and his occupation 
of the bed 
did not in the least disturb or alarm the 
birds, which completed the nest and 
brought off three 
nestlings 
within 
seven weeks of the house owner's 
re- 
turn. 
They took no notice of the oc- 
cupant of the bed when flying in and 
out 
of the 
window 
feeding 
their 
young; but the hen bird would fly off 
the nest If any one entered the room 
during the daytime.
